Stalks

enough for cutting were ready in two 
weeks after the bed had been made. 
In about six weeks the roots became 
exhausted and had to be replaced by 
r.ew ones. The quality of the stalks 


as good as those raised out of 


but they 'lacked size. The last 


crop raised lasted for S3 days and from 
a bed of 224 sq ft an average of a 
pound a day was secured. At ordinary 
prices the receipts from this would 
but little more than pay for the work. 
It is probable, however, that the yield 
could be increased and the expense de- 
creased if the work was taken up in 
a commercial way. 


Windmill*. 


The "solid head" style of wheel is 


less likely to get out of repair, and is 
more easily repaired than the "mova- 
ble slat" pattern. There are many dif- 
ferent makes of both styles. 


A wheel twelve feet in diameter is 


as large as is practicable for pumping, 
and as small as will work a pump in 
very light wind. Such a -wheel, in 
wood, can be got at the factory for 
about f50; in steel, slightly more. 


The windmill tower needs to be high 


enough to put the wheel above the 
level of, nearby trees. 


As the lift of water is not high, and 


no. danger from freezing, the very sim- 
plest pump is the best. 


The lower the tank or reservoir, the 


lighter the breeze that will lift water 
into it. 


An open well, or open water of some 


kind, will be more satisfactory than a 
driven well, unless the supply in the 
driven well is unusually strong. 


It is well to try the pump and mill 


before building the reservoir, as one 
may know then better how large to 
build. The greater the number of 
hours per week the mill will work the 
smaller the reservoir needs to be.

Ad-rantag-eii of Small Fnrm«. 


Too much land is expensive if it is 


not kept in good condition, as the taxes 
thereon will be an expense which must 
always be met. But few farms are 
well supplied with manure, and the re- 
sult is that the land is not adequately 
furnished with plant food. Nothing 
is gained 
by spreading the manure 


necessary for five acres over ten times 
•that area, for the smaller the yield 
the greater the expense of growing 
a crop in proportion to receipts. The 
largest yields are on small farms, and 
the profits are greater because less la- 
bor Is required in hauling and harvest- 
ing the crops. The distance in haul- 
ing manure regulates the number of 
loads, but the expense for labor is the 
same for a few loads as for many 
where the handling of the manure is an 
important matter. It is in the concen- 
tration of effort that expenses are less- 
ened. If a farmer can secure eighty 
bushels of corn from one acre lie will 
make a larger profit than from forty 
bushels per acre on two acres, as he 
•will have only one acre to plow and 
cultivate, and his 
land will become 


better every year because of being well 
manured. 


The Beat Tomato. 


A grower of tomatoes who has had 


several years of experience in raising 
lew seedlings, as well as in testing 
ill varieties as introduced, says that 
,he way for every grower to get -the 
,-ariety best suited to his locality is to 
•aise a few plants of a dozen or so 
)f the best varieties and plant them 
lear each other; from the crop select 
.he finest specimens, those having the 
'ewest seeds, the finest color, and 
A-hich are borne on the most thrifty 
md productive vines, and to continue 
his selection on the same lines from 
•ear to year and he will soon obtain 
several varieties which will answer his 
•equirements. Tomatoes cross readily, 
;o that when the perfect variety is once 
)btained all other sorts should be 
ibolished or at least not planted near 
t. 


Cultivating- Home Rartisli. 


Horse-radish is grown from small 


jieces of the root four to eight inches 
ong. 
For cultivation in the garden, 


he ground is prepared as for other 
rops and the pieces of roots are plant- 
•d in rows from two to three feet apart 
•nd To to 18 inches apart in the row.

The gum is taken from ihe bales cr-! 


chopped into small pieces. Those are 
fretrt} from tree 
bark and chips by 


steaming and picking; then it is 
ground in mills making 3.-!iiO revolu- 
tions a minute. The ground gurn is 
subjected to a continuous heat of 24» 
degrees Fahrenheit in drying rooms. 
From here the gum is sent to the 
"white aproned cook." who adds the 
purest sugar and the freshest cream, 
granulated pepsin, powdered guru or 
kola or other desired ingredient to it, 
and cooks it ia a steam-jacketed caul- 
dron, where it is turned and mixed 
by an ingenious double-acting heater 
or rotating 
paddle, until it has as- 


sumed 
the 
consistency 
of 
bread 


dough. 


Now the "dough boys" take hold of 


it and knead it in finely powdered su- 
gar, passing it to the "rollers," where 
is is rolled between steam rollers until 
it is of the proper thickness, when it 
is whisked away to the "markers." 
The markers are steel-knived rollers 
which leave their impress upon the 
long sheets of appetizing gum before 
it goes to the "seasoning room." after 
which it is broken on the lines left 
by the markers. Now the gum finds 
its way to the "wrapping room." The 
nimble fingers of 150 dainty maidens 
are here at play. Under their deft 
touch waxed paper, tin foil and pretty 
wrappers envelop the gum quick as a 
wink, and 
in another moment the 


"packers" have the gum to place in 
jars or boxes, wherein it is shipped for 
sale to the general public. 


Dog-IJke Hong Kong Goose. 


0. B. Grimes, who lives on Clifton 


Heights, Lexington, Ky., is the posses- 
sor of a remarkable Hong Kong goose. 
Within a week alter she had come into 
his possession she would follow him 
around the yard like a dog, and now 
it is almost impossible for him to leave 
home without the goose following him.

A pearl is made up of carbonate of 


lime, intermixed vith layers of ani- 
mal matter. It is supposed that each 
one has for a nucleus some panicle 
of foreign matter \vhich lias become 
inserted in the shell and which irri- 
tates the mollusk until it succeeds in 
forming over it a coating, which is 
constantly being thickened. It is ad- 
visable, says Mr. K1 az, to search every 
creek and river wlr-re limestone is the 
characteristic rock of the country, 
since the mussels u ually secrete pearls 
under this geological condition. Since 
it is possible to cpen thousands of 
mussels without fin ling a single stcne 
of value, the pea;l fishers learn to 
know from their outside appearance 
what specimens are likely to prove 
worth the trouble. The finest pearls 
are contained -in vld, distorted, and 
diseased shells. 
Odd protuberances 


often mark the loca: ion of the gem in- 
side, which, by dr .wing all the ani- 
mal's forces for i~s sustenance, has 
weakened the she!: at that point, and 
caused it to become deformed. 


Besides 
being 
of 
many 
colors, 


the fresh-water peai-ls show a wide va- 
riety of shapes. I Tarty are perfectly 
globular, while others are formed like 
cartridges, mallets, buttons and even 
take the more fanc:"ul aspects of feath- 
ers or fishlike creatures. 
Pearls have 


been found which, in tint, size and 
general appearance were precisely like 
a drop ot" molten copper. The white 
pearls are still mo •: prized for gener- 
al use, although those of other tints 
are often really hii.clscmer, and have 
become quite as popular in this coun- 
try. 


Some of the earliest American pearls 


came from Wayne=ville, Ohio. ?3,000 
worth being collecte-1 In that neighbor- 
hood during the pearl excitement of

Large and valuable pearls from 


mussels have beer, obtained in New 
Jersey, but the streams there have not 
been productive i-. recent years.

A Handy Splice. 


If you wish to splice a broken stick 


or prevent a piece of rope from un- 
raveling at the ends, perhaps you could 
not do better than to use the contriv- 
ance shown in the accompanying pic- 
ture. 
Any bright girl or boy can 


easily make the splice with a piece of 
ordinary twine. The twine must, how- 
ever, be long enough to permit of pass- 
ing the loop several times over thf 
end of the object to be spliced.

MAKING THE SPI.IGK. 


To make the splice properly, place 


the ends of the twine along the object 
to be flxed, having them point in oppo- 
site directions, as you see them where 
marked No. 1 and No. 2 in the picture. 
Then hold the ends in place with the 
thumb of the left hand and, taking the 
twine in the rigbt hand at the places 
marked No. 3 in. the picture, wind it 
around the object to be spliced. When 
you have made as many turns about 
Ae stick or rope as you think neces- 
sary pull at the ends of the twine No. I 
and No. 2 till the splice is tight. You 
will find that you have 'made a very 
strong fastening that becomes tighter 
the harder you pull. 


The lower sketch simply shows you 


how the splicing is done. In making 
the splice for use the wrappings should 
lie close together, with the ends of the 
twine cut short, as they show in the 
second sketch in the picture.

dark: Dra .v a picture on a pi«,ce of 
paper, using sulphate of quiniue in 
making tho outlines. Expose the pa- 
per to the sun for a fexv minutes; then 
place the paper face down OD a piece 
of sensitive paper, like that used by 
photographers, and 
place the two 


sheets between the leaves i>f a book. 
If the sheets are removed from the 
book a fexv hours later you will find 
that an exact reproduction of the draw- 
ing will have been impressed on the 
sensitive paper. Design** of any sort 
can be copied ia this way, or you may 
trace over a printed picture or design 
with sulphate of Quinine and by the 
same process produce a faithful copy 
of the print. Try It.

Windmill*. 


The "solid head" style of wheel is 


less likely to get out of repair, and is 
more easily repaired than the "mova- 
ble slat" pattern.

A wheel twelve feet in diameter is 


as large as is practicable for pumping, 
•nd as small as will work a pump in 
very Ught wind. Such a wheel, in 
wood, can be got at the factory for 
•bout $50; in steel, slightly more. 


The windmill tower needs to be high 


enough to put the wheel above the 
level ot nearby trees.

Tbe lower the tank or reservoir, the 


fighter the breeze that will lift water 
into it. 


An open well, or open water of some 


- kind, will he more satisfactory than a

It is well to try the pump and mill 


before building the reservoir, as one 
may know then better how large to 
build. The greater the number of 
hours per week the mill will work the 
smaller the reservoir needs to be.

of Small Farm*. 


Too much land is expensive if it is 


cot kept in good condition, as the taxes 
thereon will be an expense which must 
always be met. But few farms are 
well supplied with manure, and the re- 
sult is that the laad is not adequately 
furnished with plant food. Nothing 
is gained 
by spreading the manure 


necessary for five acres over ten times 
^that area, for the smaller the yield 
the greater the expense of growing 
a crop in proportion to receipts. The 
largest yields are on small farms, and 
the profits are greater because less la- 
bor is required in hauling and harvest- 
"ing the crops. Tbe distance in' haul- 
ing manure regulates the number of 
loads, but the expense for labor is the 
same for a few loads as for many 
where the handling, of the manure is an 
important matter. It is in the concen- 
tration of effort that expenses are less- 
ened. If a farmer can secure eightj 
bushels of corn from one acre he will 
make a larger profit than from fortj 
bushels per acre on two acres, as he 
will have only one acre to plow and 
cultivate, and his 
land will become 


better every vear because of being 
manured. 


state. The bed is then ready for the 
soil, which should oe of a light, fairly 
rich, and somewhst porous nature. 
Place over the manure a layer of soil 
ibout four inches Oeep, not more, and 
smooth the surface over evenly.

)f the best varieties and plant them 
icar each other; from the crop select 
he finest specimens, those having the 
'ewest seeds, the finest color, and 
A'hich are borne on the most thrifty 
md productive vines, and to continue 
his selection on the same lines from 
•ear to year and he will soon obtain 
>everal varieties which will answer his 
•equirements. Tomatoes cross readily, 
;o that when the perfect variety is once 
>btained all other sorts should be 
ibolished or at least not planted near 
t. 


Cnlti\atlnsf Horse Rnilinh.

Ly several hundred species of bivalves 
called by ihe generc.1 tern of Naides, 
all of which bear pearls, all of great 
size and beany. CI liies^ Naiades the 
most c-oiumon typ£ is the iioio, or or- 
dinary riyer musse?. The who!e Mis- 
sissippi Basin teer~.s with these mcl- 
lusks, and the forns ttat are for the 
most part distinct from those of the 
Atlantic watershed and of the Old 
World. All of the unica have an ir- 
ridescent inner cor.'.ing to their shells, 
but there is a wiao variation in color, 
ranging through t.r.ts of pink, purple 
and brown. The colors of the pearls 
depend upon the t :.t of the shell lin- 
ing to which they are atiached, bril- 
liant pink pearls leing found in tte 
beautiful 
rose conch shells, and a 


similar correspondence being noted ia 
other mollusks. 


A pearl is made up of carbonate of 


lime, intermixed vith layers of ani- 
mal matter. It is -supposed that each 
one has for a nucleus some particle 
of foreign matter which has become 
inserted in the shell and which irri- 
tates the mollusk until it succeeds in 
forming over it a coating, which is 
constantly being tL.oken.ed. It is ad- 
visable, says Mr. K- az, to search every 
creek and river wh'-re limestone is the 
characteristic rccu of the country, 
since the mussels u aally secrete pearls 
under this geological condition. Since 
it is possible to open thousands of 
mussels without finding a single stone 
of value, the peo.;l fishers learn to 
know from their outside appearance 
what specimens are likely to prove 
worth the trouble. The finest pearls 
are contained in i Id, distorted, and 
diseased shells. 
Odd protuberances 


often mark the location of the gem in- 
side, which, by d; .wing all the ani- 
mal's forces for rs sustenance, has 
weakened the sheL at that point, and 
caused it to become deformed. 


Besides 
being 
of 
many 
colors, 


the fresh-water pearls show a wide va- 
riety of shapes, "any 
are perfectly 


globular, while others are formed like 
cartridges, mallets, buttons and even 
take the more fanc^" il aspects of feath- 
ers or fishlike creatures. Pearls have 
been found which in tint, size and 
general appearance were precisely like 
a drop of molten copper. The whito 
pearls are still mo : prized for gener- 
al use, although those of other tints 
are often really h-ii.clsoiner, and have 
become quite as popular in tnis coun- 
try.

came from Wayne?ville, Ohio, $3,000 
worth being collected tu that neighbor- 
hood during the pearl excitement of

Large and -valuable pearls from 


mussels have bee:: obtained in New 
Jersey, but the streams there have not 
been productive i:. recent years.

To make the splice properly, place 


the ends of the twine along the object 
to be fixed, having them point in oppo- 
site directions, as you see them where 
marked No. 1 and No. 2 in the picture. 
Then hold the ends in place with the 
thumb of the left hand and, taking the 
twine in the right hand at the places 
marked No. 3 in the picture, wind it 
around the object to be spliced. When 
you have made as many turns about 
Ae stick or rope as you think neces- 
sary pull at the ends of the twine No. I 
and No. 2 till the splice is tight. You 
will find that you have "made a very 
strong fastening that becomes tighter 
the harder you pull. 


The lower sketch simply shows you 


how the splicing is done. In making 
the splice for use the wrappings should 
lie close together, with the ends of the 
twine cut short, as they show in the 
second sketch in the picture.

Boston, Jan. 17.—The train bearing 


th* body Of the late Maine congressman,

from Washington, 


reached this city at 10 minutes before 8 
o'clock this morning. Arrangements 
had been, made for the transfer of the 
cars from the .tracks of the New York, 
New Haven *V Hartford railroad to 
those of the Boston * Mairte. by way of 
Cottage farm, and were attached to the 
regUlar through express which leaves 
tor the East it 8 o'clock. Sergeant-at- 
Arms B. f. Russell" of the National 
HoUse of Representatives was in charge 
of the {jArty^ who occupied the Pullman 
cars. The body rested in a combination 
car ahead of the others. Senator Hale, 
owing to the illness of Senator Frye, 
was at the Head of the delegation from 
that foody, and Representative Boutelle 
led the delegates from the House. 


The train left Washington soon after 4 


o'clock yesterday afternoon, and the 
journey to this city was accomplished 
without unusual incident. Mrs. Dingley, 
it was said, had suffered no serious dis- 
comfort, and although fatigued, was 
bearing the ordeal well. 


When the train reached the Park 


Square station this morning, Adjutant- 
General Daltoh of Governor Wolcott's 
siaff: we'd waiting to meet It, to convey 
tb those accompanying the body of the 
late congressman, the sympathy of the 
State. The message from the Governor 
was presented formally by the adjutant- 
ttehere^to Congressman Boutelle, to- 
getherM-^th a beautiful floral design of 
Ivy, sago palm leaves, American beauty 
roses, violets, lilies of the valley and or- 
chids. The leaves and flowers were com- 
bined in the form of a bank nearly four 
feet square..

The casket >vas cov- 
ered with flowers, wreaths and tokens 
from Washlngton.St. Louis.New Orleans 
and San Antonio and from all the Mexi- 
can cities. Escorted by unmounted cav- 
alry it was borne to the hall of Congress, 
followed by the. President and people. 


It was a most touching and democratic 


demonstration. T.he hall was decorated 
In black, yellow and silver. The rear 
of the speaker's platform was set in 
sable hangings and lighted by electric 
lights. The casket rested on the steps of 
the platform. Senor Romero's body lay 
in state until the funeral ceremonies this 
afternoon, upon which occasion an ad- 
dress was made by Minister Mariscal. 
Then the body was taken to Dolores 
cemetery, and with the honors to which 
fienor Romero is entitled was placed at 
rest in a temporary vault, where the re- 
mains of Mme. Romero were placed last 
August. The Romero vault is now under 
construction.

The 
fact that a large percentage of the 
breadstufts afloat for Europe Is in the 
form of the manufactured product ha» 
been another reason for the conserva- 
tism of the foreign operator. 


The production at Minneapolis and 


other leading milling centres has fallen 
off considerably since last month, and 
bids fair to be still further reduced un- 
less trade improves, as millers are fast 
catching up with their orders. 


In prices of flour there has been little 


change from a week ago. Early In the 
week just closed a slight reduction was 
made by the millers, and there has been 
no change since from the prices then 
made, though wheat at the close of the 
week was higher than at the opening.

the Inside millers' and the outside job- 
bers' prices, are those made yesterday 
by the local Flour Trade Price commit- 
tee: Spring wheat patents at $4 to 14.76, 
spring wheat clears at S3 to $3.50, winter 
wheat patents at |3.& to $4.40. winter 
wheat straights at J3.60 to $4 and winter 
wheat clears at 13.35 to $3.85 per barrel, 
as to quality of the flour and size of pur- 
chase.

GU.LKTT WILL RKTVRN. 


Kama* City Cattle Ptnnc«r lo Com* 


Ituck anil He«t UU Creditor'. 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 17.— Grant G. 


Glllett, the Kansas cattle plunger, will 
return to the United States and face his 
creditors in Kansas City on or before 
February 1, according to a statement 
made by Charles F. Hunt, who came 
here from Chihuahua. Mexico, several 
flays ago, and who has had numerous 
conferences with Gillett's principal 
creditors. Hunt departed for Mexico 
last evening, and just before leaving he 
for the first time/admitted that he came 
north as the representative of Gillett, 
whose failure for over a million dollars 
so startled the financial world a few- 
weeks ago. 


Mr. Hunt stated that he had arrived at 


a thorough understanding with Gillett's 
creditors, that Mr. and Mrs. Gillett 
would come north* at once, and that 
there would be no prosecution on ac- 
count of the alleged questionable mort- 
gage transactions. In fact, he declared 
that Gillett had never had any fear of 
the outcome of the matter should he be 
brought before the courts, and that his 
object in seeking refuge in Mexico was 
to avoid the expense and annoyance 
which he would have been subjected to 
In the event of arrest. Mr. Hunt stated 
also that Mr. Gillett had no large sum 
of money as had been reported, and that 
he would make no big payment to his 
creditors. On the contrary, according 
to Mr. Hunt; Gillett will be servlclble to 
his creditors principally in assisting 
them to straighten out his tangled af- 
fairs and to convert Into cash his cattle 
and other property scattered over 
southern Kansas and the territories.

The day over- 
head wa» unsurpassed, a bright sun 
shining throufch * aaphlre sky, and U 
waa warinap sluing. 


A corp* of policemen led the way to 


the city Hall, followed by trie hearse, 
which, waa attendad on each side by the 
honorary pall-b«arer». While behind 
came the" family hi carriages knd mem- 
ber* of the cbngremldnal party. 


The proceftalbn passed through the 


crowded strata to the city hall, where 
trie htarse ^topped, the family keeping 
oh to (fie family residence. 


The casket was conveyed to the large 


council chamber, and at * o'clock the 
long line which had formed began to file 
by, five hoars being the time allowed for 
the body to He in state. 


After carrying the casket safely to its 


reftlto* place and surrounding it by the 
wreath* and beautiful cut flowers, the 
congressional party rode to Auburn, for 
rest after nearly 14 hours of continuous 
travelling. 


All the necessary arrangements for the 


funeral tomorrow were completed this 
af temobn, and while a pubiic one, It will 
be a* unostentatious aa possible, in 
keeping with the wishes of Mrs. Dingley. 


It is expected that Governor Powers 


will be present with several members of 
his council, aji well as a Urge committee 
of each branch of the Legislature, the 
election ot Senator Hale by law preclud-

The plan* for the funeral are entirely

The train left Washington soon after 4 


o'clock yesterday afternoon, and the 
journey to this city was accomplished 
without unusual incident. Mrs. Dingley, 
it waa said, had suffered no rerious dis- 
comfort, and although fatigued, waa 
beating the ordeal well. 


When "the train reached the Park 


Square station this morning, Adjutant- 
General Dalton of Governor Wolcott's 
aiaff was waiting to meet It, to convey 
to those accompanying the body of the 
late congressman, the sympathy of the 
Mate. The message from the Governor 
was presented formally by the adjutant- 
genenv'Tto Congressman Boutelle, to- 
gether'*- wth a beautiful floral design of 
Ivy, sago palm leaves, American beauty 
roses, violets, lilies of the valley and or- 
chids.

The rear 
of the speaker's platform was set in 
aable hangings and lighted by electric 
lights. The casket rested on the steps of 
the platform. Senor Romero's body lay 
in state until the funeral ceremonies this 
afternoon, upon which occasion an ad- 
dress was made by Minister Marlscal. 
Then the body was taken to Dolores 
cemetery, and with the honors to which 
flenor Romero is entitled was placed at 
rest in a temporary vault, where the re- 
mains of Mme. Romero were placed last 
August. The Romero vault is now under 
construction. A spotless monument of 
Italian marble will ctown their final 
resting place. 


STONE GOES INTO OFFICE. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 17.—Colonel 


William A. Stone was today Inaugurated 
Governor of Pennsylvania. The inaugu- 
ral procession was one of the most im- 
posing ever seen in Harrisburg.

WAS A BLACK SHEEP.

minski. known as the "Polish Dude," 
who strangled his wife to death and then 
set fire to the body and house to cover 
the crime, committed suicide some time 
last night by strangling himself with a 
bed cord taken from his bed in the coun- 
ty jail. Ruminskl was under sentence 
of death for the murder of his wife, but 
the date of execution had not been fixed. 
Since his conviction he frequently as- 
serted that he would never hang.

Kama* City Cattle Pliuieer to Com* 


Itack «nil Meet lit* Creditor'. 


Kansas City, Mo , Jan. 17.— Grant G. 


Oillett, the Kansas cattle plunger, will 
return to the United States and face his 
sreditors in Kansas City oti or before 
February 1, according to a statement 
made by Charles F. Hunt, who came 
here from Chihuahua. Mexico, several 
days ago, and who has had numerous 
conferences with Gillett's principal 
creditors. Hunt departed for Mexico 
last evening, and Just before leaving he 
tor the first time, admitted that he came 
north as the representative of Glllett, 
whose failure for over a million dollars 
BO startled the financial world a few 
weeks ago. 


Mr Hunt stated that he had arrived at 


a thorough understanding w ith Gillett's 
creditors, that Mr. and Mrs. Gillett 
would come north' at once, and that 
there would be no prosecution on ac- 
count of the alleged questionable mort- 
gage transactions 
In fact, he declared 


that Gillett had never had any fear of 
the outcome of the matter should he be 
brought before the courts, and that his 
object in seeking refuge In Mexico was 
to avoid the expense and annoyance 
which he would have been subjected to 
In the event of arrest. Mr. Hunt stated 
also that Mr Gillett had no large sum 
of money as had been reported, and that 
he would make no big payment to his 
creditors 
On the contrary, according 


to Mr. Hunt, Gillett will be servlclble to 
his creditors principally 5n assisting 
them to straighten out his tangled af- 
fairs and to convert into cash his cattle 
and 
other property scattered over 


southern Kansas and the territories. 


Mr. Hunt declined to state the basis of 


the settlement with the creditors. In 
referring to the settlement, he stated to 
a Times reporter that one Kansas City 
bank held over $300,000 of Gillett paper. 
Officials of the bank when seen Inter de- 
nied his statement In the most posalv 
terms. Other known and supposed cred 
Itora of Glllett have persistently denied 
that thc^o would be any understanding 
by w)\lrh Olllet . would be permitted to 
return and be froo front prosecution.

HAVAL PERSOHXEL BILL PASSES 


THE HOUSE. 


WASHIXCTOX, Jan. 17.—The lioaae to 


day passed fte naval personnel bill 
without division on tlie final passage, 
thaa accomplishing whet the officers of 
the cavy b»vdstiiveu for daring more 
than a decade. liy its provisions the 
line and engineer corp* are welded into 
one amalgamated line. Staff officei£ 
are given positive rank, but their com 
mand is limited to their own corps, and 
a system of voluntary and compulsory 
retirement on three-quarters pay as of 
the next higher rank of forty officers a 
year is established, which is designed to 
remove the congestion in the lower 
ranks. The bill also practically equal- 
izes their pay with that of army officers. 
Three important amendments were; 
adopted. One creates a judge advo- 
ca'e corps, another abolishes prize 
money and a third provides for the re- 
tirement, on three-quarters pay, of en- 
listed men and petty officers in the 
navy after thirty years' service, but the 
most important change in the bill, as 
reported, was the adoption, after a bard 
fight, for the substitution of the organ- 
ization of the marine corps, by which 
the corps is to consist of 6000 men and 
petty officers, with general officers and 
staff. This bill increases the marine 
corps by 1300 men acd increases the 
cost of maintenance by 81,500,COO. 


AWAITING REINFORCEMENTS. 


The Transvaal government is still 


sitting on the safety-valve.- It has es 
tabliahed a press censorship that would 
make a Russian blush, and has pro- 
hibited public meetings of Outlanders 
At the same time it has besn imposing 
new taxes upon OnUanders and intensi- 
fying the grievances from which they 
suffer. One of these days that policy 
will lead to an explosion, compared with 
which the Jameson raid will seem a 
trifle.

John Russell Young has had a notable 


career as journalist, diplomatist, public- 
official and the intimate associate of dis- 
tnguished public men. He was born in 
Dowiungton. Pa., m 1S«. He was edu- 
cated in the public schools of Philadel- 
phia, and later he went to Xew Orleans. 
where he continued his school work in 
the Xew Orleans high school. Return- 
ing to Philadelphia he -".ecured a plat-c- 
on the Philadelphia Press in 1S57 as copy 
boy. 
When John W. Forney came to 


Washington in U61 to become secretary 
of the senate he brought along Young, 
who by that time bad become a fluent 
writer. 


While acting as Colonel Forney's pri- 


vate secretary, iir. Young continued his 
writings to the Philadelphia Press, and 
it was by his description of the first bat- 
tle of Bull Ran that he won his spurs as 
a graphic war correspondent.

On returning he became managing edi- 
tor of the Philadelphia Press, which po- 
sition he resigned in 1865 to start the 
Morning Past, which, however, was not 
a success. 


He contributed to the New York Tri- 


bune, and his pleasing style attracted 
the attention of Horace Greeley, with 
the result that in 1866 Young became 
managing editor of the Tribune. His 
leisure time he devoted to the study of 
the law, and m 1867 he was admitted to 
the bar in New York city. In 1370 he 
again tried the establishment of a news- 
paper of his ow n, this time the Standard. 
About this time, ho\\ ever. Secretary 
Boutwell, who was at the head of the 
treasury department, induced Young to 
go abroad to look into financial affairs. 
While abroad on this mission the awful 
days of the Paris commune occurred, 
and Mr. Young's account of the rise and 
'all of the commune and of the stirring 
days through which the French capital 
passed is regarded as one of the best ex- 
amples of English descriptive -writing 


In 1872 he became the European rep- 


resentative of the New York Herald and 
pent two years in London and Paris and 
another year in New York and travel on 
the Continent. In 1877 General Grant 
tarted upon his memorable trip around 
:he world, and on his invitation Mr. 
Young joined the party. This made him 
for two years almost a member of the 
'amily of the great general, and a •warm 
friendship sprang up between them. 
After the return Mr. Young wrote 
'Around1 the \\orldlwith General Grant." 
During this trip Mr Young was spec- 


ially interested m China, to which coun- 
:ry President Arthur sent him in 1882 as 
United States minister. He remained in 
2hma until the opening of the first Cleve- 
and administration, A\ hen ha returned to 
this country and engaged in literary and 
business pursuits When the new library 
of congress \\ as completed attention was 
directed to the choice of a librarian em- 
bodying liteiary ability and executive 
management and president McKmle:/ 
named Mr. Young on July 1,1897. 


He entered upon his duties while the 


library was still in its cramped quarters 
at the capitol and baw it expand into the 
classic temple of the arts and literature 
which it no\\ occupies. The transition 
twolved not only a removal of vast stores 
of precious volumes, but the complete 
reorganization of the library staff. Mr. 
Young directed all of this, bringing 
about the change from the old to 
the new with smoothness and suc- 
cess. It us said that his time has been 
Fpent in part on a contribution to lit- 
erature which he had hoped to complete 
has the chief literary achievement of his 
life. 


Mr. Young was at the point of death 


nearly all yesterday. This morning it 
^as evident that the end was close. 
There were with him at his death, Mrs. 
Young, Berkeley Young, his son. Dr. 
Freer, his physician, and Ralph J. Meek- 
er, one of the old newspaper friends of 
the librarian. 


Dr. Freer made a brief written state- 


ment that death was due to "acute 
Brlght's disease with complications.

NAVAL PERSONNEL BILL PISSES 


THE HOUSE. 


WASHIXCTOX, Jan. 17.—Tue hoase to 


dsy passed tbe naval personnel bill 
without division on Ihe final passage, 
lhas accomplishing whmt the officers of 
the cavy bave stiivea for dating more 
than a decade. By its provisions the 
line and engineer corps are welded into 
one amalgamated line. Staff officei£ 
are given positive rank, bat their com 
mind is limited to tbeir own corps, and 
a system of voluntary and compulsory 
retirement on three-qnarters pay as of 
tbe next higher rank of forty officers a 
year is established, which is designed to 
remove the congestion in the lower 
ranks. The bill also practically equal- 
izes tbeir pay with that of army officers. 
Three important amendments were 
adopted. 
One creates a judge advo- 


ca'e corps, another abolishes prize 
money and a third provides for the re- 
tirement, on three-quarters pay, of en- 
listed men and petty officers in the 
navy after thirty years' service, bnt tbe 
most important change in the bill, as 
reported, was the adoption, after a hard 
fight, for the substitution of tbe organ- 
ization of the marine corps, by which 
the corps is to consist of 6000 men and 
petty officers, with general officers '• and 
stafit This bill increases tbe marine 
corps by 1300 men and increases the 
cost of maintenance by §1,500,000.

end of the Chickahommy campaign. In 
1864 he accompanied General Nathaniel 
P. Banks on the Bed river expedition. 
On returning he became managing edi- 
tor of the Philadelphia Press, which po- 
sition he resigned in 1865 to start the 
Morning Past, which, however, was not 
a success. 


He contributed1 to the New York Tri- 


bune, and his pleasing style attracted 
the attention of Horace Greeley, with 
the result that in 1866 Young- became 
managing- editor of the Tribune. His 
leisure time he devoted to the study of 
the law, and in 1867 he was admitted to 
the bar in New York city. In 1870 he 
'again tried the establishment of a. news- 
paper of his own, this time the Standard. 
About this time, however, Secretary 
Boutwell, -who -5V as at the head of the 
treasury department, induced Young to 
go abroad to look into financial affairs. 
While abroad on this mission the awful 
days of the Paris commune occurred, 
and Mr. Young's account of the rise and 
fall of the commune and of the stirring 
days through which the French capital 
passed is regarded as one of the best ex- 
amples of English descriptive writing. 


In 1872 he became the European rep- 


resentative of the New York Herald and 
spent two years in London and Pans and 
another year in New York and travel on 
the Continent. In 1877 General Grant 
started upon his memorable trip around 
the world, and on his invitation Mr. 
Young joined the party. This made him 
for two y««,rs almost a member of the 
family of the great general, and a warm 
friendship sprang up between them. 
After the return Mr. Young1 \\ rote 
Around the worldi with General Grant." 
During this trip Mr. Young was spec- 


ially interested in China, to which coun- 
try President Arthur sent him in 1SS2 as 
United States minister. He remained in 
China until the opening of the first Cleve- 
land administration, when hs returned to 
this country and engaged in literary and 
business pursuits. When the new library 
of congress \\ as completed attention was 
directed to the choice of a librarian em- 
bodying literary ability and executive 
management and president McKinley 
named Mr. Young on July 1,1S97. 


He entered upon his duties •while the 


library was still in its cramped quarters 
at the capitol an-d saw it expand into the 
classic temple of the arts and literature 
which it nov, occupies. The transition 
tivolved not only a removal of vast stores 
of precious volumes, but the complete 
reorganization of the library staff. Mr. 
Young directed all of this, bringing 
about the change from the old to 
the new w ith smoothness and suc- 
cess. It is said that his time has been 
spent in part on a contribution to lit- 
erature which he had hoped to complete 
has the chief literary achievement of his 
life. 


Mr. Young was at the point of death 


nearly all yesterday. This morning it 
x\as evident that the end was close. 
There were with him at his death, Mrs. 
Young. Berkeley You UK, his son; Dr. 
Freer, his physician, and Ralph J. Meek- 
er, one of the old newspaper friends of 
the librarian. 


Dr. Freer made a brief written state- 


ment that death was doe to "acute 
Bright'* disease with complications. 
Overwork and too much brain work."

run; the weak burn out. 


Man, of all animals, is one that sel- 


dom comes up to the average. He ought 
to live 100 years according to the phy- 
siological law, but instead of that be 
scarcely reaches an average of four 
times the growing period. The reason 
is obvious—man is not only the most 
Irregular and most intemperate, but 
the most laborious and hard-working 
of all animals. ' 


He is always the most irritable, and 


there is reason to believe, though we 
cannot tell what an animal secretly 
feels, that, more than any other ani- 
mal, man cherishes wrath to keep it 
warm, and consumes himself with the 
nre of his own reflections.

When 
be was almost under the walls of the 
first fort the plucky little Toey-wan 
rammed her nose into the mud and 
heeled over heavily with the falling 
:ide. Captain Tattnall sent messengers 
ashore, but they were hardly allowed 
to land, the gigantic coolie still refus- 
ing passage. Admiral Hope now saw 
the danger of the American ship, par- 
ticularly in her exposed position under 
the forts,1 and he sent 
the 
gunboat 


Plover with his compliments to drag 
her off. But the chain parted and tbe 
Toey-wan lurched still further 
cner. 


At this the gallant Admiral despatched 
mother vessel. 


Shortly after 2 o'clock on the foltow- 


,ng day the allied fleets cleared for ac- 
tion. The gunboat Plover ran up the 
river under a full head of steam and 
Irove headlong into the fiist boom.

Of 1,350 men of tee allied fleets who

course of the battle the British Ad- 
miral snifted his flag no fewer than 
thiee times. 


Captain Tattnall's act was a distinct 


violation of neutrality, but the Ameri- 
can people received him on his return 
from China witb honors such as have 
seldom fallen to an officer of his rank. 
Later he was formally thanked by the 
English Secretary cf State for Foreign 
Affairs in the name of her Majesty and 
by the Lords Commissioners of 
the 


British Admiralty. 


Mr*.. Staiiton on "War. 


Elizabeth Cady Stanton thinks there 


are some things worse than war. She 
recently wrote- 
"Why groan o\er the 


horrors of war when tragedies in peace 
ire forever before us? Our boys in 
blue, well fed and clothed in camp and 
hospital, are better off than our boys 
in ra.frs overworked in mines, factor- 
ies, in prison houses, and in bare, din- 
gy dwellings, called homes, where the 
family meet at their scanty meals, after 
working ten hours, to talk over their 
hopeless situation in the despair 
of 


poverty. 


"A friend of mine visited the bleach- 


ing department in 
one of our New- 


England factories, where naked boys, 
oiled from head to foot, are used to 
tramp pieces of shirting in a large vat. 
The chemicals necessary for bleaching 
aio so strong as to eat the skin unless 
well oiled. 
In t'iue they affect the 


eyes and lungs. There these boys, in 
telays, tramp, trarap, tramp, all day, 
but not to music, nor inspired with lo\e 
of country. In England they have ma- 
chinery for such work, but m tbe land 
of the Puritans boys are cheaper than 
machinery. 


"Under the present competitive sys- 


tem, existence is continual war, the 
law being each ore for himself, star- 
vation and death to the hindmost. My 
message to-day to our coadjutors is 
that we have a higher duty than the 
Jemaml for suffrage. 
We must now, 


at the end of 50 yf>rs of faitbful ser-
